—A means by which Wilson can carry 
out his campaign pledges to get Britain whoUy 
out of business as a quasi-independent nu­ 
clear power by merging her total nuclear 
resources into some multination arrangement. 
—And, finally, a clear declaration that the 
overmastering and decisive independent na­ 
tional nuclear arm of the United States—an 
arm entirely separate from the proposed mul­ 
tination pool—is to remain exclusively under 
United States control and thus never subject 
to being triggered by another allied nation. 


Bla n d Fu zzin g 
Ordinarily, the meetings of heads of state 
end in quietly frantic efforts to overstate what­ 
ever has been accomplished and to put the 
best possible face on the disagreements and 
discords. The odd fact is that this time the 
Johnson-Wilson agreements in principle were 
far bigger on the inside than they looked on 
tea outside. This time the communiques un­ 
derstated rather than overstated the construc­ 
tive achievements of this confrontation. 


Sema ntica l Help 
The slightly oversimplified way to put It 
is to say that Johnson got genuine progress 
toward the multination scheme and Wilson re­ 
ceived much semantical help in getting off 
the hook at home from a previously rigid 
and totally negative approach to the whole 
great problem of the common nuclear defense 
of the West.

But, far surmounting these vital details

knew in the past. 


A secondary circumstance of hardly less 
meaning is that these two tough and most

stances. They found many 
had received help from tea Defmisa Depart­ 
ment’s Office of Economic Adjustment. Estab­ 
lished in IMl, the office attempto to tte to­ 
gether an federal programs that could bs of 
assistance to a town hit by the loss of a big 
breadwinner. 
The National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration (NASA) took over an Air Force 
instaUation in Downey, Calif., and is using it 
for work on the Apollo, Saturn and Paraglider 
projects. 
The Justice Department has turned th e 
former Naval Air Station at Port Isabel, Texas, 
into a border patrol training school a nd 
regional headquarters for immigration a nd 
naturalization 
In tee past four years, localities in 21 states 
rhase 
have purchased former defense installations. 
Many of these have been made into indus­ 
trial parks and then leased to private business. 


Presque Isle, Maine, which lost an A ir 
Force Base, it a prime example. The city 
bought some of the hmd and buildings and 
then leased them to industry. When the air 
base elated, Presque Isle lost 275 civiUnn Joba 
and 1,2 M military personnel. But the indns- 
ftrinl park has created 2 ,000 new civilian jobs. 


In addition tee town got—for free—an air­ 
port, land for 
a junior high school, build­ 
ings and tools for the Northeastern 
M a i ne 
Vocational Institute and an agricultural experi­ 
ment station. 
The American Machine and Foundry Co. 
bought the Naval Ordnance Plant at York, 
Pa., and offered to hire the work force at the 
same pay. General Electric Co. and Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co. jointly bought the Army 
Signal Depot at Decatur, 111.^ and have in­ 
creased employment there by 50%. 


It was the departure of a private business 
plant—Studebaker—that had South Bend, Ind. 
in the doldrums a year ago. A combination of 
civic pride and federal initiative has bad 
phenomenal success in providing jobs a nd 
keeping the town not only solvent, but pros­ 
perous.

• 
• 
The government leased a section of the 
deserted Studebaker plant and set up a huge 
vocational training program under the Man­ 
power Development and Training Act. To help 
tee 3,556 ex-Studebaker workers over 50, a 
project aimed at convincing employers to hire 
older workers got jobs for 717 withbi months. 
The unemployment which soared from 2.1 to 
9 .9 % by Nov. 1 was 5.9 %, oiriy sliftetty over tee 
national average. 
One banker said, “What’s happened is that 
everybody overrated the effects of Studebak- 
er’s leaving.” A businessman said, “Most of 
the businessmen thought it would take three 
to five years to overcome this thing, but we 
had phenomenal progress.” 


In all of this Lincoln should find

average $452,000. Hence, a

Hutchins 
of my Alma Mater refers to bright college 
years with pleasure rife, the shortest, glad­ 
dest years of life. I had all this and made 
$300,000 extra as well; or I would have if I 
had been an average college graduate. 
The question is: What is tee connection 
between the college and the $300,000? The 
answer Is supplied by a member of Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s administration, W. 
W i l l a r d 
Wirtz, the secretary of labor.
